The Sentence on James ~ 
:  M’Kean. 


Mr. William Rouzhead, WS, 
contributes to the Juridical Re- 
tlee oa striking article on “The 
Hanging of James M’Kean.” 
whosa “good fortune” it was to 
be the last man banged by Lord 
Braxfield. 

The writer, after giving an ac- 
count of M” Rean’s shady carrer, 
of the crime for which he was 
sentenced to death—the murder 
of James Buchanan, carrier be- 
tween Lanark and Glaszow—-and 
of the proceedings in the High 
Court of Jasticiary at Edinburgh 
continues as foltows :— 

On Tuesday, 13:h. December 
(L796); when the Court met, the 
pannel was found guilty ‘es libal- 
led: whereupon Lord Braxfield 
“delivered his sentiments” in « 
few words, but in such forcible 
Iangusga aa.to affect ina very 
poweriul degree the feelings 
of the audience. . 

“On the mind of the prisoner,’ 
we read, “they were calculated 
to make a very strong impression 
indsed.” His Lordship observed 
that the enormity of the crime, 
the calm deliberation with 
which the pannel followed out his 
purpose, and the circumstances 
attendant upon this foo] murder, 
iudicated a mind sunk to the 
last degree of depravity, and the 
gbastly deed which he bad per- 
petrated threw a stain upon the 
human character and reproach 
apon our country. 

The Justice-Clerk then pro- 
nounced sentence as follows :— 
That the panne! should be taken 
frow the bar to the Tolbooth ‘of 
Edinburgh, there to be fed on 
bread and water till Monday, 
26th? December, on which day he 
shculd be delivered to the Sheriff 
of Edinburgh and be transmitted 
from Sheriff to Sheriff till be be 
lodged in the jail of Glasgow, 
there to’remain until Wednesday, 
the 25th. day of January, on 
whic y, between the hours of 
two and four o'clock, he should 
be hanged at the common 
place of execution and’ his body 
delivered to Dr. James Jeffrey, 
Professor of Anatomy in the 
University of Glasgow, to be by 
him publicly dissected and 
anatomised.

The procession was formed at 
the Monument at 4.30 pm. and 
preceeded to the small Jewish 
Cemetery behind Wong-nei-Cheong 
village, where the interment took 
place. Formed up at the Mone- 
mest ard at the graveside was a 
troop of Boy Scouts, belonging to 

. the Elis Kadoorie School, whe 
were brought to attention as the 
hearse passed. Scholars of the 
School were also in attendance as 
well as a number of mafoos em- 
ployed by the Iste Sir Ellis 
Kadozrie.

The Giz publishes the draft 
Bill of an Ordinance to restrict 
the employment of aliens and of 
former enemy aliéns on certain 
British ships registered in the 
Colony ot Hongkong. 

The object of this Bill is to 
restr e: the employment of aliens 
on British ships of over sixty 
tons net register tonnaze register. 
ed in the Colony, and to prohibit 
the employment of former enemy 
aliens orm all British ships re- 
gistered in the «Colony. [1 is 
based on sections 5 and 12 of the 
Aliens Restriction (Amendment) 
Act, 1919, 9 and 10 Geo. 5, ¢. 92. 

We take the following main 
clauses from the Bill: —~ 

3.--{1) No slien shall be em- 
ployed or shall act as master, 
chief officer, or chief engineer of 
a British ship of. over sixty tons 
rewister tonnage registered in the 
Colony: Provided that this pro- 
hibition shall not apply to ang 
person who holds a valid certi- 
ficate of exemption granted by the 
GovernorinCouncil and whocom- 
plies with the conditions, if any, 
attached to such exeruptioc, or to 
any alien who has acted as a 
master, chief officer, or. chief 
engineer of a British ship at any 
time during the war and who is 
certified by the Admiralty to have 
performed good and - faithful 
service in that capacity.
